Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The interpretation and breadth of the claims was discussed. 
Applicants provided multiple examples of references that demonstrated that the TERT and OCT-4 promoter was 
active/activated in other stem cells besides embryonic stem cells. It was noted that the specifciation did not specifically 
teach this and there was no evidence of record to this fact, however it appeared from the newly cited references that 
promoters for other stem cells, including the use of TERT and OCT-4, could be extended to other stem cell types other 
than only embryonic stem cells. 
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
